Although, the best prior art to Peters et al [US 4,661 ,806] taken alone or 
combination, teaches a storage system having a plurality of objects associated with an 
identification device, they fail to specifically teach or fairly suggest that a storage system 
comprising the serial transmission of the individualized code is generated between the 
first and second connections and that the transmission is initiated by signal across the 
same two connections and the serial transmissions originate from the first connection 
and are initiated by signals on the same connection as set forth in the claims.
